Fighting for a village shop... 


VILLAGERS of Hinton St George 
are once again pulling out the stops to 
save their village shop after a disap¬ 
pointment over funding. 

A new community benefit society 
was launched on Monday, March 
14th, to look for “angels” to support 
its efforts to own and run the village 
shop and post office as a community 
asset. 

Recently disappointed by the sud¬ 
den cancellation by DELRA of a sub¬ 
stantial EU-funded grant programme, 
the society is now looking for addi¬ 
tional angel-investors in support of its 
community share offer to help them 
buy the property and business. 

Vice-chairman and local resident 
Emma Way explained: “We need a 
number of angel-investors to help re¬ 


place the lost grant monies and boost 
the overall numbers. The share offer 
is an opportunity for anyone with any 
interest in the future of the commu¬ 
nity - residents, clubs, local busi¬ 
nesses or regular visitors - to 
demonstrate that they care about our 
village shop and are prepared to sup¬ 
port it. 

“It’s vitally important that we have 
as many members of the society as 
possible and that we sell as many ad¬ 
ditional shares as we can to help with 
the fundraising effort.” 

The society aims to raise at least 
£100,000 from the share offer and is 
hoping for a significant boost over 
and above the pledges of around 
£65,000 already received. A number 
of grants have already been awarded 


to support this innovative project and 
news about others is expected soon.

The community benefit society has 
been registered with the ESA as Hin¬ 
ton St George & Locality Rural Com¬ 
munity Services Limited (HRCS). 
The project comprises acquiring the 
freehold of 47 High Street, Hinton St 
George, Somerset TA17 8SE and the 
business The Personal Service Stores 
and associated sub post office, which 
was saved from closure after a major 
campaign in 2008; necessary building 
and refurbishment work; the creation 
of an enterprise hub; self-contained 
residential apartment and community 
garden. 


... and welcoming back a post office 


SOUTH Somerset district councillors 
have welcomed the news that the post 
office service has been restored for 
Stoke Sub Hamdon villagers through 
sharing a premises with a shop - an 
idea that several other villages are ex¬ 
ploring. 

The sub-postmaster of Queen 
Camel Post Office began running the 
new part time office from within a 
shop in the centre of the village last 


week, offering the same services as 
the former village branch which 
closed last June. 

Local district council ward member 
councillor Sylvia Seal helped to bring 
forward the replacement service. 

She said: “It wasn’t easy, since a 
whole new post office wasn’t an op¬ 
tion, so the parish had to think care¬ 
fully about alternatives and the 
negotiations and discussions take 


time. It’s been very difficult for those 
residents who depend upon a local 
post office, who have had to go with¬ 
out for many months, so I am im¬ 
mensely pleased we succeeded in the 
end.” 

Mick Samson, Chairman of Stoke 
Sub Hamdon Parish Council added: 
“After the long and drawn out nego¬ 
tiations we are extremely happy that 
the Post Office is now open again.” 
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Some financial help for 
arts and voluntary groups 


SOMERSET arts, community and 
youth organisations, reeling from the 
drastic cuts by the county council, 
have been thrown a lifeline by South 
Somerset District Council, which has 
awarded £243,000 to 11 voluntary 
organisations. 

Key services to residents of South 
Somerset including debt advice, 
youth services, education, arts and 
community support have been 
awarded vital funding through the 
district council’s corporate grants 
committee. Organisations such as the 
Citizens Advice Bureau, South Som¬ 
erset Voluntary and Community Ac¬ 
tion and Somerset Rural Youth 
Project will all benefit. 

Alice Knight, Third Sector and 
Partnership Manager at South Som¬ 
erset District Council explained: 
“Our corporate grants committee 
looks at supporting the large, volun¬ 
tary organisations that provide cru¬ 
cial services to residents across 
South Somerset. 

“We have looked very carefully at 
providing support to organisations 
that, in turn, will be able to continue

benefiting thousands of people 
throughout the year. It is vital they 
can achieve longer-term stability and 
these grants are about giving them a 
chance to plan for the future and a 
platform for attracting other funding. 

“These organisations deliver vital 
services to vulnerable people in 
South Somerset, and through skilled 
and experienced volunteers, are able 
to reach out to individuals and com¬ 
munities across the district.” 

The Citizens Advice Bureau was 
awarded £117,000 as part of a three- 
year funding agreement, whilst the 
Community Council for Somerset, 
which works to develop and regen¬ 
erate rural communities, was granted 
£9,460. 

A further £71,000 was awarded to 
South Somerset Voluntary and Com¬ 
munity Action which provides com¬ 
munity transport to vulnerable or 
isolated people, and offers free ad¬ 
vice to small voluntary organisations 
looking for help and funding. 


A £10,400 award was made to Take 
Art! which encourages arts, dance, 
theatre, writing and entertainment 
across the county, and Somerset 
Rural Youth Project which provides 
activities, volunteering opportunities 
and advice to young people was 
given £8,000 as part of an ongoing 
support package. 

Actiontrack which holds theatre 
workshops with children of all ages 
received £4,100, Somerset Art 
Weeks £3,062, Somerset Partnership 
Arts Education £3,062 and Somerset 
Film £3,220. 

South Somerset Disability Forum 
was awarded £7,000. It works to im¬ 
prove the lives of disabled people in 
the district by improving access to 
services including facilities, build¬ 
ings, leisure, transport, shops and the 
countryside. A further £8,000 was 
awarded to the Somerset Race 
Equality Council to help the council 
deliver its public sector duties under 
the Equality Act 2010, through elim¬ 
ination of discrimination and harass¬ 
ment.

'Satisfactory'Swanmead can move ahead

ACTING headteacher of 
Swanmead School, Sheila 
Bowker, was acknowl¬ 
edged by Ofsted for the 
sterling job she has done 
since headteacher Paul 
Birbeck left, stepping in 
until her retirement this 
year. 

The inspection came at a 
time when the school were 
actively seeking a new 
head and the first round of 
interviews had been in 
progress. 

The inspectors wrote 
“Swanmead Community 
School provides a satisfac¬ 
tory standard of education. 
The acting headteacher has 
worked with determination 
through a period of change 
to continue the develop¬ 
ment of the school with a 
focus on raising achieve¬ 
ment. This is beginning to 
show an impact on attain¬ 
ment, particularly for Year 
5 and 6 pupils and in math¬ 
ematics. 

“Pupils are keen to do 
well and, when they are 
motivated by activities 
which meet their needs 
and challenge them to 
think, make clear progress. 
Generally, they ask ques¬ 
tions when they do not un¬ 
derstand and have positive 
attitudes to learning. How¬ 
ever, not all lessons stretch 
the pupils or are well 
matched to needs, even in 
classes set by ability, and 


as a result progress is 
slower than it could be. 
Nevertheless, the progress 
made by most pupils over 
their time at the school is 
satisfactory overall, al¬ 
though stronger for lower- 
and middle- than for 
higher-ability groups.” 


The school acknowl¬ 
edged the overall satisfac¬ 
tory rating was one of 
improvement but also that 
there were areas for im¬ 
provement in rates of 
progress for English and 
maths and to use assess¬ 
ment more effectively, 


these provisions were al¬ 
ready being implemented. 

Staff and governors said 
they were very pleased 
that the inspectors had 
recognised the hard work 
by the school over the last 
two years, particularly the 
comment that said it was 
now “in a position to ac¬ 
celerate development 
across all aspects of the 


school”. 

The hunt for a new head¬ 
teacher continues after the 
first interviews proved un¬ 
fruitful and a second round 
of interviews are planned 
for the week commencing 
March 28th.

CYGNETS Community Preschool in 
llminster, sited to the rear of Swan¬ 
mead School in Ditton Street is cel¬ 
ebrating an oustanding report from 
Ofsted. 

The preschool was started in 1992 
in a detached building and was last 
inspected in 2008 with a rating of 
good. The staff have worked very 
hard over the last two years to se¬ 
cure funding to improve the provi¬ 
sion for their children and thanks to 
help from other organisations and 
public donation, have improved 
the outside area enabling safe play 
in the sun, obtained computer 
equipment and built a ramp to en¬ 
able special needs children to join 
them. 

Supervisor Sue Dixon said: "We 
are really pleased and a bit over¬ 
whelmed. It has been two years 
hard work but we have done it to¬ 
gether, I couldn't work with a nicer 
group of people they are so sup¬ 
portive and everyone has a voice 
which I think the inspectorate ap¬ 


preciated. 

"At the moment we are looking 
for sponsorship for a new play 
kitchen and have had a chat with 
the farmer about using a small strip 
of the land the other side of the 
fence to grow a few vegetables. 

"He is happy, we are just waiting 
for the go ahead from Dillington Es¬ 
tates and we have had a chat with 
Branstons about some potatoes to 
grow." 

The preschool has 52 children on 
their books with about 20 attend¬ 
ing per session. They open 9am- 
3pm on Monday, Tuesdays and 
Thursdays but due to the high de¬ 
mand are starting a Friday session 
after Easter. 

The Ofsted report highlighted the 
achievements of the staff and said: 
"The staff are meticulous in con¬ 
stantly improving partnerships 
with parents. There are clear sys¬ 
tems to actively work with other 
providers delivering the Early Years 
Foundation Stage for continuity of 


care and sharing of relevant infor¬ 
mation to benefit children. These 
approaches enable them to re¬ 
spond swiftly to any identified 
learning and development needs. 

"Excellent management of the 
highly qualified and dedicated staff 
ensures their ongoing suitability 
and continuing professional devel¬ 
opment. Adults are thoughtfully 
deployed so that children benefit 
highly from their inclusive and skil¬ 
ful practice. The staff team share a 
clear vision for the future and are 
confident and capable, making 
continuous improvements to the 
provision. 

"Children make outstanding 
progress in relation to their capabil¬ 
ities and starting points. This is be¬ 
cause teaching is developed from 
expert knowledge of the learning 
and development requirements 
and a full understanding of how 
young children achieve."

R OGER Carter has 
been the curator of 
Chard Museum and 
Heritage Centre since 
1995 and was recognised 
by the town council in 
2003 for his outstanding 
service to the people of 
Chard.

then later was the chief 
chemist for a whole chain, 
owned by Shell.

Service it became Chard 
and District Cottage Hospi¬ 
tal and later a home for eld¬ 
erly people named 
Sunnylands, which closed 
in 1970 and was demol¬ 
ished in 1974. 

Mr Carter remarked: 
“People were very critical 
of the system and it was 
very harsh but it did the job 
of keeping people alive. 
The bell was donated by 
John Vincent who had a 
greengrocer and ironmon¬ 
gers in the town, it was 
used to control mealtimes. 
The workhouse was di¬ 
vided into sections - men’s, 
women’s and children’s - 
and had its own hospital 
and cemetery.” 

Second on the list was a 
Bronze Age urn dug up in 
Tatworth which had held 


his pioneering work with 
artificial limbs which all 
started with Queen Victo¬ 
ria’s Jubilee and a gun 
salute that blew the arm off 
William Singleton. 

Mr Carter explained that 
the museum have printed 
photos from Gillingham’s 
own records as well as 
original examples of the 
limbs he went on to make. 
He added that they had re¬ 
cently been contacted by 
someone in Australia with 
a Gillingham hand. 

At 40 years old last year, 
the museum may not con¬ 
tinue after this year if 
enough funds cannot be 
found after the district 
council withdrew support 
and the trustees hope this 
season will renew support. 
Meanwhile they are always 
open to suggestions for 
fundraisers.

Warm, secure house 
thanks to special loan 


A CHARD resident can sleep warmer in 
her bed thanks to a special loan scheme 
accessed via the district council. 

Cold winds used to whistle down the 
stairs and an ancient boiler could not heat 
the home of Christine Ingham of Combe 
Street, who used to lay awake at night 
worrying that she could not afford to pay 
for the repairs she needed to protect her 
home from the elements. 

Her life was changed when she con¬ 
tacted South Somerset District Council for 
advice and was informed of a low cost 
loan scheme available through a partner¬ 
ship between SSDC and Wessex Rein¬ 
vestment Trust. 

The loan scheme offers low interest fi¬ 
nance for homeowners with a low dispos¬ 
able income who need to make essential 
home repairs. 

Mrs Ingham said: “I used to lie awake at 
night worrying. I am not rich, but I do 
have some savings. If I spent that on a 
new boiler, I would have had nothing left, 
and the main problem, a leaking roof, 
would not have been resolved. I just didn’t 
know what to do. 

“I phoned South Somerset District 
Council and spoke to Paul Rees, one of 
their Housing Officers. He explained that 
there is a loan scheme to help people like 
me and it could not have been easier. 

“I needed new slates, solid roof insula¬ 
tion and deep loft insulation.The boiler 
needed to be replaced and a new window 
was needed in one of the upstairs rooms.” 

South Somerset District Council, which 
financially contributes to the not-for-profit 
organisation Wessex Reinvestment Trust, 
was able to refer Mrs Ingham for Wessex 
Home Improvement Loan Scheme. 

The scheme offers low interest finance 


to people who have a low disposable in¬ 
come and who would be unlikely to ac¬ 
cess any type of loan on the high street. 

A housing standards officer from SSDC 
will visit the home and can make the re¬ 
ferral. A Wessex Home Improvement 
Loans advisor will then go through the 
loan options and help the resident decide 
what option is affordable, based on their 
disposable income. 

Alasdair Bell, Environmental Health 
Manager at SSDC said: “These kinds of 
repairs are needed simply to make the 
house weathertight and warm enough for 
a decent standard of living and we want 
people to know that this scheme exists and 
that their district council may be able to 
help. 

“The scheme represents excellent value 
for money for both the council and the 
resident and can prevent serious property 
dilapidation. In addition, essential repairs 
can directly improve the health of the res¬ 
idents living in the house and thus prevent 
further misery and expense. 

“The district council provides funds to 
the scheme but as the product is based on 
repayment loans, that initial investment is 
used time and time again. I would urge 
anyone who believes they cannot afford 
to repair their home to contact us. It is 
good for everyone involved if a person’s 
own home can be repaired and improved 
rather than the problem continuing and 
ending up with the person needing expen¬ 
sive emergency accommodation.”

THE times they are a changing. Well, the seasons are at any rate. Winter is certainly in its final death 
throws, and every daffodil, every first cut lawn and every extra minute of morning daylight reminds us 
that soon - really very soon - it will officially be springtime. Thank goodness. 

I love winter. Well, most of it. As autumn draws in I get a sort of anti-SAD because, for me, there is some¬ 
thing really homely about putting the heating on, drawing the curtains and hibernating. Then comes 
Christmas, with all its celebration; but finally we get to the new year. Cold. Dark. Cold. Wet. Nothing to 
look forward to. And, worst of all for the seasonal eater, nothing but stored root vegetables and over¬ 
wintered greens. Eating seasonal in July is easy. Doing it in February can be hard work. 

Personally, I don't endure it. Our family do eat the seasonal produce, but we do subsidise it with im¬ 
ported food. But if we are going to gorge on a bountiful homegrown harvest in the year to come then 
now is the time to start thinking about it. 

Now please, don't put the newspaper down yet. Ok, I know, not everyone lives in River Cottage -1 cer¬ 
tainly don't. We are very lucky indeed, for although we live in a modest end of terrace with a small gar¬ 
den, I do have a little plot of land over the road which comes with the property. I do mean little sincerely: 
you could probably park two old Minis on it and it would all be taken up, but once dug over for veg it 
can produce masses and masses of produce. 

You don't need much space at all to get your spade stuck in! I started growing food four years ago 
using three lots of one metre square raised beds. Ok, we didn't have kids then, but we bought basically 
no veg at all for the three months of summer. It was incredible. And although I've expanded since then 
to the whole 'two minis', it was still a worthwhile venture. 

Raised beds are an excellent way to start growing because you can use them even if you just have a 
'yard' rather than a garden. Four pieces of wood securely screwed together, filled with good soil and off 
you go. Low maintaince, high pleasure. Even if you live off the ground, a window box could give you a 
great crop of salad leaves, spring onions, radishes and even carrots if you get one deep enough. 

Of course, one thing you will need to know is what is good to plant and when. In my opinion, the best 
book for this is How To Grow Your Own Food by Dirty Nails. Grab a copy on Amazon. It will tell you, 
simply and helpfuly, what to do every week. It took me from zero to bounty very quickly indeed. 

So if you fancy cutting some food bills, enjoying some time with nature and eating some of the best 
veg you will be able to get your hands on this spring, summer and autumn, consider now where your 
veg plot, raised bed or window box can be.

F OLLOWING Yeovil Town manager Terry 
Skiverton's theme of a few weeks ago where 
he likened the club to a boat, may I suggest 
that it has now hit the rocks and is in danger of 
sinking unless something is done to plug the hole 
soon! 

For the second week following, the faithful Huish 
Park supporters have been subjected to some 
pretty poor fare and horrendous finishing which 
has cost the club four points and a place in relative 
safety from the relegation dog fight that is brew¬ 
ing. 

Last week after a good first-half in which the 
Glovers showed they can play football, albeit 
against a Huddersfield Town side reduced to ten 
men after just 13 minutes, they returned after the 
break to allow their undermanned opponents to 
dictate, equalise and but for keeper Stephen Hen¬ 
derson, almost snatch victory. 

On Saturday they once again missed a host of 
chances against Walsall and paid for it with the 
Saddlers scoring with their first of only two shots 
on goal all game. 

Finally Andy Williams, who missed four good 
chances in the first 24 minutes, the last a shank 
from 8 yards with only the keeper to beat, did

eventually rescue a point with a downward header 
at the far post that eventually went in off the other 
upright and defender Andy Butler. 

The second-half only enhanced why both these 
sides are threatened with relegation; if there are 
poorer sides in League One I have yet to see them. 

Skiverton light-heartedly compared the club to a 
boat when his side were on their good run in Jan¬ 
uary, claiming as they improved that they were 
outside the harbour wall and as far as two miles 
offshore as the results got better. 


However the last eight matches has seen a run of 
five losses and two draws in the last two weeks, 
and having troubled through stormy waters, the 
ship appears to be floundering on the rocks and 
taking on water. 

The lack of goals is the major problem for Skiver- 
ton, and although Andy Williams has scored their 
two goals against Huddersfield and Walsall, he has 
had ten good chances in total to put the games 
out of sight. 

He is obviously Skiverton's preferred choice, and 
despite the hash the front men made on Saturday, 
did not make a substitution until the 84th minute, 
and then he took off the equally ineffective ON 
Johnson. I am at a loss to understand his rationale. 

At least Walsall caretaker boss Dean Smith tried 
to be positive by using all his subs, with changes 
at halftime and on the hour as he gave his team 
every chance to change things. 

It has been confirmed that Skiverton and his as¬ 
sistant Nathan Jones have signed new 2 V 2 year 
contracts to stay at Huish Park. 

Let's hope they can plug the leak in the boat and 
get it back to the harbour before it is too late, or 
Yeovil could be sunk with more of the same in 
charge.
